Special LcgUlaUoii. 


; •'• 
MADISON,'Jnn.: 27, i802. 


The business of special legislation is getting 


o bo n perfect nuisance, nnd.it is high time 
hut some check should bo put upon it. The 
>cople of the'Stntc, in adopting,their Const!- 
ution, evidently intended to do away, as far 
ns practicable, with special legislation, by pro- 


iding for tho organization of associations and. 


companies, under general laws, and prohibit- 
ng special charters for corporations, except 
when, in tho judgment of the Legislature, the 
ends sought—and they must bo worthy ends 
—could not bo attained by general laws. But 
,ho legislation of tho Stato has not cones 
londcd with this plain provision nnd intent of 
ho Constitution. Charter after charter has 
icon granted, by special acts of tho Lcgishi 
turo, to all sorts of companies nnd for all sup 
iosab!o objects, nnd the swarm of applications 
of this kind, nlrendy made during the first two 
weeks of the session, is but a precursor of the 
multitude to come. Take tho railroad char- 
ters, fur instance. Tho Milwaukee and Mis 
aissippi road was chartered Feb. 11, 1817, to 
run only to Wnukcshn, and cuch year since 
the company hus* asked fur amendments to its 
charter, conferring additional privileges, nnd 
this year, it is hero again, asking for more. 
Tho same is true of the Kock Kiver Valley 
Union road, mid three of the provisions it 
asks for, nro worthy of notice : 


1. It wants the privilege of running to 


Prnirio La Craisc, on any lino it pleases, pro 
vided it touches the Wisconsin river; so tlmt 
it nmy locate it by tho fide of the Watcrtown 
nnd La Crosse road. 


2. It nsks tho right of way ciyht rods wide, 


minus two fuel, tho entire length of the road, 
while no other road has nskcd far more than 
five. This would give it 1C acres per mile 
free, through tho public lands. 


3. Tho Commissioners—in the employ o 


the Company—in assessing tho damages done 
to owners of lands in running the road thro 
their premises, shall estimate, nt their dis- 
cretion, tho benefits accruing to them from 
the draining of marshes, opening of quarries, 
and tho facilities of carrying produce to mar- 
ket, caused by tho construction of tho road 
as nn ofi'sot; so that tho landholders on (lie 
lino of tho road, instead of receiving any 
damayei from the cutting up of their farms, 
may, by this rule, bo compelled to pay a 
bonus to tho rond. 


lit addition to charters for all kinds of cor- 


porations, every member has a score, or more, 
of "axes to grind" on thu publiu grind-stone, 
for friends In Ihcir respective neighborhoods 
Tho evils arising from this kind of legislation 
arc manifold, nnd aro increasing every year 
It consumes a great deal of time, destroys thu 
independence, of the members, and impartial' 
ity in legislation. For tho members, having 
important local interests to secure, wish to 
conciliate, their, fellow members, and arc 
obliged to vole for a great many unrcasonn 
bio measures, in order to carry their own. In 
this slate of things, it is useless to expect im 
partial legislation. It is n game of chances, in 
which ono interest is played oil* against an- 
other, nnd those who Imvo the most to offer 
or aro thu best nt log-rolling, Imvo the bcs 
chance of success. 


Tho only remedy for thcso evils is tho abo- 


lition of local legislation, nnd the onnetmcn 
of general laws. Lot a General Railroad law 
bo adopted, like that of Now York, for in- 
stance, nnd stop tho manufacture, of spcem 
charters. Let tho work of local nnd partia 
legislation cense, and tho reign of goncra 
legislation begin. Wo may then have shor 
sessions, wiso legislation, and regard meetings 
of tha Legislature with pleasure and hope, in 
stead of suspicion and distrust.

But wo do not believe 
that, if all tho friends of those unhappy:bo 
ings should direct their efforts to Colonization 
they could prevent tho number of slaves from 
constantly, increasing in this country. And i 
this is so, whatever may bo dona in tho way 
of Colonization, there will yet bo a higher 
and mightier work to do. . Tho axe must bo 
laid at tho root of tho tree. The moral opin- 
ion of tho world must bo brought to bear up. 
on the conscience of tho oppressor, until ho 
cannot endure tho bright light -which it shall 
shed around him. And wo trust that with 
proper effort, long.' boforo tbo Colontiutioc 
plan could bo carried out oven though it wore 
as successful as its friends think it will bo, 
wo may bo able to say, " our country holds

Monday next, provides Section fifth, chapter 
eighth, that the cost of opening, grading, 
gravelling planking or paving streets nnd alleys 
to tho centre thereof shall be chnrgablu to nud 
payable by the lots fronting on such street or 
alloy 


The City of Milwaukee is n municipal cor- 


poration. Streets and alloya nro tho proper- 
ty of tho public, and arc graded for the pub- 
lie use. If tho expense ol making nnd pav- 
ing streets is made churgiiblo lo private 
property, is not private property taken 
for ' public use. 
If n municipal corpora- 


tion can tako private property to rnnko open 
grade and pnvo its streets, can it not do so for 
any other purpose eay to build engine houses or 
markets. 1'orhnpa it nmy be said, tho lots 
arc. boricfilo'l, and therefore should pay. I 
answer this is un incident to ull public im- 
provements, but because it is so, shall wo 
overridq tho Constitution. Again the law is 
unequal in its operation. In two lots which 
nru equally benefited by opening and grad- 
ing a street, oho mnv.bo assessed fivo nnd tho 
other fivo hundred dollars.

From an article written by " Chatham," a 


correspondent of tho Boston Post: 


The assumption that money it merchandise, 


and that money is made scarce on account of 
usury laws, aru not only false positions, hut 
they nru supuilatively ridiculous. To these 
assumptions may ho traced many of the sin- 
gular errors of McCulIough, Wnylnnd, and 
others, who liavo written upon this subject. 


( Money exists only by lopuliitioii; merchan- 


dise is thu product of individual labor and 
enterprise. Money is thu lejjnl standard by 
winch value is measured; merchandise is thut 
which is valued by tho aid of this standard.— 
Money, as^such, has no intrinsic value ; iner- 
chuudisu is sought for only on account of its 
intrinsiu value. ( Money is perpetual in its na- 
ture, and is designed for usu; mcrehnndi»u is 
temporary and made for consumption. Mon- 
ey is eoneentrative—centering in the pocket 
or keening of thu fuw; iiiurohuiuli.se is dif- 
fusive, being required and consumed by tho 
many. 
Money is a certificate of value, and 


in iraimferalile for what it represents; mur- 
clmndiiu is the thing valued, for what it is, or 
ita usc.i. If money were merchiindiMt us mon- 
ey, then n yard stick would hu merchandise as 
a measure, ami the cloth would measure the 
yard stick as much in the yard stick thu cloth. 


Money piiys a debt at the will of the debt- 


or ; but law recognizes no such power in 
merchandise. Mono} has n minimum and 
.minimum vnluu according to law, otherwise 
it could not bo a standiinl of value with any 
more consistency, thiin _\vo can have unlimit- 
ed yartl sticks, or unlimited bushels; but pri- 
ces of merchandise lluctuato, and in relation 
to the h«i»al standard, according to demand 
and supply. 
Money is the instrument of ex- 


change, of settlement among traders; mer- 
chandise is tho stock in trade, to hu exchang- 
ed. 
Money is nuthori/.ed by law for conveni- 


ence, not profits; nierelimuliiiu in produced 
by thu labor of the people, and fur profit.— 
Money exists only as a relative agent, fur

Col. llotkin—heaven save his La- 
tinity—stigmatized it repeatedly as an omnum 
yiitlierwn,—would give the same privileges to 
tho Milwaukee and Mississippi Railroad Co., 
if they deserved it,—that Company, he said, 
did not stand in tho best light now,—he was 
ready to go into an examination of thu merits 
of that Company,—tried to link tho Company 
with tho old Rock River Cannl Co.,—warned 
tho gentleman from Milwaukee—Mr. Cain— 
that bo lived in a glass house, and spnku with 
thu authority and insolence of a commander 
to his subordinate. Hu called on tho Assem- 
bly to votu down with scorn all mcli amend- 
ment*. His speech, his air, and his whole 
manner made us feel that it would bu improp- 
er to call it bullying, but that Irom-litating 
would perhaps be the most appropriate term 
by which to characterise it. Wo venture the 
prophecy, that if tho Colonel pursues this 
course toward tho members of the Assembly, 
that ho will bo brought up with n sudden 
jtrk, before tho session closes.

I.MronTAXT TO FAiiMEns.—There is an 


article in the Michigan Farmer, giving an ac- 
count of n lato decision by tho Supremo 
Court in a suit which wns brought against 
the Central Itailrond Company, to recover tho 
vnluo of some horses of the Plaintiff, which 
were killed by tho cars, while (hoy wcro on 
tho track, to which they Imd strayed from tho 
highway. By regulations of tho Town where 
the accident happened, horses woro " free 
commoners." But tho Court decided that no 
Town could give a right to allow animals to 
run nt largo, unless the Town itself had some 
common on which they could run. They 
therefore decided against the plaintiff on the 
ground that his horses wore trespassers. Wo 
suppose (hero win no ovidcnco to show that 
the killing was wilful or might liavo boon ea- 
sily avoided, for if this had been shown, thu 
fact that tho horses were trespassing on tho 
property of |the Company, would not givo 
it a right to kill them, any more than it would 
givo Biieh n right to a private individual. 


The nrtiulu contains ninny good idem upon 


tho subject of fencing against animals, and 
wo give tho following as applicable to ninny 
pnrts of this Stato where fencing materials 
nro scarco; and whuro we liavo always tho't 
it would bo cheaper fur uvcry ono to fence in 
his own animals, than fur each to fence 
against nil thu animals in tho tho neighbor-
